said Act, constituted vide notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs number S.O. 
1091(E), dated the 22nd December, 1998, the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Tribunal, consisting of Justice 
Shri K. Ramamoorthy, Judge of Delhi High Court: 

And whereas the Central Government, in exercise of 
the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 4 of the 
said Act, referred the said notification to the said 
Tribunal on the 24th December, 1998, for the purpose of 
adjudicating whether or not there was sufficient cause for 
declaring the said association as unlawful: 

And whereas the said Tribunal, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 4 of the 
said Act, made an order on the 17th May, 1999, confirming 
the declaration made in the said notification: 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of sub-section (4) of 
section 4 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
publishes the said order of the said Tribunal namely:-

The Govt, of India, Ministry of Homo Affairs, 

Issued a Notification on the 27th of November 1998 

declaring the United Liberation Front of Asom (ULFA) 

and hi® various wings to bo an unlawful association by 
» 

virtue of power conferred on the Government under 
Section 3(1) of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) 
Act, 1967. The Notification reads as under 


"S.0.1013(E)- Whereas the United 
Liberation Front of Asom and the 
various wings thereof, (hereinafter 
referred to as ULFA) has as its 
professed aim, the "Liberation" of 
Assam from the Indian Union through an 
armed struggle, in alliance with other 
armed secessionist organisations of the 
North East Region as well as to 
struggle for the national liberation of 
the Indo-Burma region in alliance with 
like-minded organisations of that 
region and thereby, the secession of 
Assam from India; 

And whereas, the Central Government is 
of the opinion that ULFA has 

(i) Indulged in various Illegal and 
violent activities intended to disrupt 
the sovereignty and territorial 
integrity of India in furtherance of 
its objective of liberating Assam; 

(ii) aligned itself with other unlawful 
associations like National Socialist 
Council of Nagaland to 111 ate Assam; 

(iii) in pursuance of Its aims and 
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objectives, engaged in several unlawful 
and violent activities during the 
currency of its declaration as an 
unlawful association; 

And whereas, the Central Government is 
further of the opinion that the 
unlawful and violent activities 
include- 

(i) 436 violent and terrorist incidents 
which are attributed to ULFA during the 
period from 27.11.96 to 17.6.98; 

(ii) indulging in a spate of extortion 
activities particularly among the tea 
sector in addition to its acts of 
kidnapping for ransom; 

(ill) embarking on a programme of 
restructuring its organisational 
network at grass root level by 
launching a quiet but systematic drive 
for recruitment of fresh cadres and 
revamping the district, anchalik and 
sakha committees, while continuing its 
terrorist and insurgency activities; 

(iv) publicity wing of the organisation 
has remained active and has published 
clandestine leaflets, magazines 
highlighting the goal of the outfit, 
alleged exploitation by the Central 
Government and exhorting the people to 
Join the so-called liberation struggle 
and thereby subverting their loyalties; 

(v) instructing its cadres to compile 
the list of police informers/ 
government, collaborators and to 
Identify targets for retaliatory action 
againat them; 

(vi) instructing the army wing of the 
ULFA to mingle with the common people 
and execute assigned tasks; 

(vii) has established sanctuaries in 
neighbouring countries and has 
established a number of training camps 
in these countries; 
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And whereas, the Central Government la 
also of the opinion that for the 
reasons aforesaid, the activities of 
ULFA are detrimental to the sovereignty 
and integrity of India and that it Is 
an unlawful association; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the 
power conferred by cub-section (1) of 
section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), 
the Central Government hereby declares 
the United Liberated Front of Asom 
(ULFA) and its various wings to be an 
unlawful association. 

And whereas, the Central Government is 
further of the opinion that if there is 
no immediate curb and control of 
unlawful activities of the ULFA, it 
will take the opportunity to- 

(i) mobilise its cadres for escalating 
ite secessionist, subversive and 
terroriat/violent activities; 

(ii) openly propagate anti-national 
activities in collusion with forces 
inimical to India's sovereignty and 
national integrity; 

(ill) indulge in Increased killings of 
civilians and targeting of police and 
security forces personnel; 

(iv) procure and Induct more illegal 
arms and ammunitions from across the 
border; 

(v) extort and collect huge funds and 
illegal taxes from the public for its 
unlawful activities; 

And whereas, the Central Government is 
also of the opinion that having regard 
to the activities of ULFA mentioned 
above and to meet the suetaihed and 
ever Increasing violence committed by 
the ULFA in the recent past against the 
Police, the Armed forces and the 
civilians, it is necessary to declare 
ULFA to be an unlawful association with 
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immediate .effect and accordingly in 
exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to sub-section (3) of section 
3, the Central Government hereby 
directs that this notification shall, 
subject to any order that may be made 
under section 4 of the said Act, have 
effect from the date of its publication 
in the Official Gazette." 

The Tribunal has been constituted under section 
4 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 for 
considering the question of confirmation of the 
Notification. 

Notice® were issued to the parties concerned 
and the inquiry was conducted. The State of Assam

The Central Government, apart from filing the 
affidavit explaining the circumstances, examined 
Mr.L.K, Prasad. 

Before I- deal with the evidence adduced, a few 
prepatory remarks has become necessary in view of the 
fact that the United Liberation Front of Asom (ULFA) 
was declared as unlawful association w.e.f. 27.11.1990 
and Notifications were being issued by the Govt. of 
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India and the same were confirmed by the Tribunal*. In 
a democratic polity Ilk# ours, in view of the baeic 
principle* anehrlned in tha Constitution every citizen 
of thi* country 1* duty bound to contribute hi* mioht 
for the cohesion and ^Integrity of India. Then only 
India can project itself as a powerful nation in the 
International arena. Some disgruntled elements for 
their own selfish ends, without any regard for the 
welfare of the nation as a whole and without any 
concern for the local people cause ripples and those 
person* have to be dealt with firmly in view of the 
principles of the Constitution and the laws made 
thereunder. Aa a matter of fact, a Constitution 
amendment became necessary to highlight the Fundamental 
duties of citizens in the year and Article 51A wae 
inserted In the Constitution, which reads as under 

"51A. Fundamental duties.- It shall be 
the duty of every citizen of India- 

(a) to abide by the Constitution and 
respect its ideals and institutions, 
the National Flag and the National 
Anthem; 

(b) to cherish and follow the noble 
Ideals which inspired our national 
struggle for freedom; 

(c) to uphold and protect the 
sovereignty, unity and integrity of 
India; 

(d) to defend the country and render 
national service when called upon to do 
so;

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(«) to promote harmony and the spirit 
of common brotherhood amongst all the 
people of India transcending religious, 
linguistic and regional or sectional 
diversities; to renounce practices 
derogatory to the dignity of women; 

(f) to value and preserve the rich 
heritage of our composite culture; 

(g) to protect and improve the natural 
environment including forests, lakes, 
rivers and wild life, and to have 
compassion for living creatures; 

(h) to develop the scientific temper, 
humanism and the spirit of inquiry and 
reform; 

(i ) to safeguard public property and to 
abjure violence; 

(j ) to strive towards excellence in all 
spheres of Individual and collective 
activity so that the nation constantly 
riseo to higher levels of endeavour and 
achievement. 

The entire State of Assam and other parts of 
the North-east are under the grip of fear from these 
individuals who indulge in unlawful activities. Apart 
from exercising power under the Act, I am of the view 
that some positive measures have to be undertaken by 
the Govt. of India towards reformative approach to 
Impress on these individuals that we are nearing the 
next millenium and they have to realise their 
responsibility to the country and try to din into their 
ears what our leaders during the freedom struggle had 
proclaimed and practised and how they had sacrificed 
their precious lives for the sake of our country. 
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Independence alone would not give us any solution for 
other problems encountered by us. All citizens of this 
country have to be given equal opportunities and all of 
they have to strive for the betterment of the country. 
The words of late John F. Kennedy who was the 
President of United States of America at the time when 
he took the oath of office as president of America on 
the 20th of January 1960 have to be kept in mind. He 
said:- 

"Ask not what your country will do for 
you, ask what you can do for your 
country?”. 

These elements who revel in unlawful activities 
little realise that far from trying to help the locals 
they are putting great obstacles in the way of the 
progress of the people of the locality. When great 
opportunities are available all over India, when people 
of this part of the country are highly cultured, 
refined and ore inherently bestowed with intellectual 
prowess, the members of the Associations unnecessarily 
are creating obstacles in the progress of the people. 
The finer qualities of the people, If properly 
harnessed and honed it will go a long way not only to 
help the individuals themselves but it will help to 
great extent towards the progress of the country. The 
powers that be, in my view, has to follow apart from 
containing these elements from indulging unlawful 
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activities persuasive methods to bring the persons into 
the main stream of national activities. Mahatma 
Gandhi, Pt. Jawahar Lai Nehru, Sardar Vallabh Bhai 
Patel, Govind Ballabh Pant have show us the way to deal 
with such a situation. If proper methods and properly 
trained personnel are employed these persons, who are 
indulging in unlawful activities, could be turned into 
persons of great character. 

The upshot of the evidence produced on behalf 
of the State of Assam and the Govt. of India is that 
the activities of ULFA would continue unabated causing 
great damage to the fabric of the society and without 
any appreciation of their actions. They continue to 
challenge the integrity and sovereignty of India. They 
indulge in extortion, murder, ambushing police 
officials, security personnel and demanding money for 
their own purposes and kidnapping innocent persons if 
they did not accede to their illegal and unauthorised 
demands. The evidence is overwhelming against the 
Organisation. 

I hope that the persons indulging in unlawful 
activities would realise that if they are really 
interested in the welfare of the people in the region, 
they have to develop a sense of love and service to the 
humanity and they must realise that their talents and 
energies are wasted in negative activities and if they, 
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are properly utilised they would be contributing a lot 

to the progress of the Nation. And these persons 

+ 

indulging in unlawful activities are perhaps not aware 
that they hail from a soil which had produced great 
leaders like Lachit Barphukan, who is known for his 
heroic deeds during I7th Century, who was a great 
General of Ahom Kingdom. A function was organised in 
New Delhi to recollect great deeds of Lachit Barphukan, 
presided by His Excellency Krishan Kant, the Vice 
President of India, where Lt. Gen (retd) S.K. Sinha, 
Governor State of Assam and the Chief Minister the 
Hon’ble Prafulla Ktuttar Mahanta brought out clearly the 
sacrifices made by Barphukan for the sake of the 
country. The Hon'ble Chief Minister said:- 

"It is a fact that Assam still remains 
less known, less understood among the 
people outside the state. 

It may be due to its geographical 
isolation and lack of proper exposure 
that a communication gap exists between 
the people of the state and those 
outside. Such a gap is against the 
interests of national integration and 
needs to ba bridged." 

The people in other parts of the country are 
well aware of the greatness of Assam and people working 
in various parts of the country from Assam have brought 
good name not only to the State but also to the people 
of this country. 

I am of the view that if people realises and 
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follow the principles of "SATYA, DHARMA SHANTI, PREMA" 
our Nation will be recognised as on the greatest as it 
ia the Bhartiya culture that is sustaining the entire 
Nation. 

The Govt. of India has to increase the 
facilities for people to move about by providing /v^ber 
of trains from all parts of the country to various 
stations in Assam and facilities for air travel. The 
establishment of Indian Institute of Technology in 
Guwahati, in my view, is a step in a right direction. 

There are three Medical Colleges run by the State 
Government and having regard to the population more 
number of Medical Colleges and Engineering Colleges are 
to be opened. And if opportunities for higher 
education are accorded to the people of the region, 
there is-no scope for anybody trying to go astray. 

Right from the days of Magna Carta the people 
have been the sentinel as it were of the rights of the 
people, and it is the people and people alone can 
safeguard the interests of the country. It is often 
said, the fence instead of safeguarding the crops eats 
the crops, no one could protect the crops. Therefore, 
if people instead of acting in the interest of country 
act indulge in nefarious activities that will only 
bring down the reputation of our country. 


Before parting these matters, I wish to place 
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on record the sincere and the honest efforts taken by 
the Govt, of India and the State Governments concerned 
to give protection to the citizens of the North-east of 
the country and to provide them all opportunities to 
lead a peaceful, contended and free way of life that we 
have been having from time immemorial. 

These extremists had forgotten the great deeds 
of Anundoram Borooah. He was born at North Guwahati in 
Assam and died in Calcutta as a bachelor on the 19th 
day' of January 1989 when he had completed only 38 
years. He was the first Indian who had passed ICE 

examination in 1870.' He became a Barrister in 1871. 
The glimpse of the ideals and aspirations of Borooah 
should continue to inspire the citizens of this country 
so that our country may be proud of its citizens and be 
a leader of the world. Within this short span of life, 
he ea' ..cd recognition in India and abroad as a very 
brilliant student and a leading Sanskrit Scholar and he 
made an indelible mark as one of a few Indians and 
could hold high office of Civil Service in those days. 
This only shows how people from this part of India had 
brought glory and fame to our country and there are 
several Borooahs and there are several to come and, 
therefore, we are to give every opportunity to all 
citizens to show their mettle for the sake of the 
country. When he died in Calcutta while paying homage 
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to the departed aoul, one said: 


"Hare lies the glory of Bengal in his 
eternal sleep" 

One Assamese youth said:- 


"He is not the glory of Bengal. He is 
the glory of Assam, now lying in 
eternal sleep". 

A Bengali gentleman burst out and said:- 


"No here is a great man, a glory of 
India, now lying in his eternal sleep". 

This bring to surface a glory of this eastern part of 

the country. 

It is said of late Borooah that by his 
learning benevolence, sympathetic treatment of the 
people, and various acts of public utility Mr. Borooah 
won the heart of the people, when he was posted at 
Noakhali, the people of Noakhali received him with 
greeting him saying:- 


"On the auspicious arrival of Ananda, 
the mind is thrilled with joy, the 
purpose of life is fulfilled by looking 
at the joyful visage of Ananda. But I 
am a wretched one, full of sins, and I 
am not in a position to please him with 
greetings and adequate care and 
cordiality". 

About his Scholarship, the people praised him by 

saying:- 


"Oh, we have heard so much about your 
fame. Like the gods receiving the 
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nectar, the cream of life, by churning 
the ocean, you have acquired the jewel 
of learning with great effort by 
crossing over the shoreless seas. Like 
the moon, the repository of ambrosia, 
you are now distributing the ambrosia 
of knowledge.” 

One of the salient features of the Dictionary 
of Borooah was the coining of the new words. He 
says: - 


"To coin new equivalents, expressive of 
the prominent ideas conveyed by new 
scientific and philosophical terms, is 
not only in harmony with the genius of 
the Sanskrit language, whose pliancy 
and malleability are unsurpassed,but is 
likely to facilitate the stud<y of 
science and philosophy among our 
countrymen, who are not acquainted with 
foreign tongues.” 

The following celebrated lines in Sanskrit from H.H. 

Wilson, the first Boden Professor of Sanskrit in the 

University of Oxford:- 


"Ambrosia is really sweet, but indeed, 
Sanskrit is sweeter than ambrosia. 
That is why Sanskrit is delectable for 
the gods, and it is called Devabhasa 
i.e. the language of the gods. I do 
not know as to what sort of sweetness 
is that which belongs to Sanskrit and 
due to which we the foreigners always 
remain exceedingly intoxicated. So 
long as Bharatavarsa will last so long 
as the Vindhyas and the Himalayas will 
continue to stand and so 1^. j as the 
rivers Ganga and Godavari will continue 
to flow, Sanskrit also would definitely 
be there." 


In a preface to the first Volume of 


the 
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Dictionary, Hr.Borooah calls Sanskrit 

"the most copious, most refined, most 
philosophical language of the world". 

In the concluding part of the Bhavabhuti and His Place 

in Sanskrit Literature Borooah more passionately 

declares:- 


"To me, Sanskrit is dearer than my 
other language. Its music has charms 
which no words can express. Its 
capability of representing every form 
of human thought in most appropriate 
language is probably not rivalled, 
certainly not surpassed by any other 
language. Most touching scenes have 
drawn in heart-rending words. Most 
noble images have been clothed in most 
sublime language. Most terrific 
pictures have been couched in 
terror-producing expressions.” 


In the preface to the Prosody Borooah says:- 

"I shall consider my time most usefully 
employed, if my work can evoke in India 
an earnest regard for our ancient 
literature and a sincere desire to 
strive honestly to seek our noble 
truth." 


About the richness of our leader'} he eloquently 
expressed:- 


"The whole field of national literature 
is entirely in our hands and it is much 
to be regretted that our countrymen do 
not yet fully see that it is in our 
power to improve it to a great extent. 
The law of supply and demand applies as 
much to literature as to political 
economy end school -masters cannot do 
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better than fully impress the truth of 
this maxim, on their students and make 
them appreciate and love their own 
history and literature." 

His love and concern for his countrymen is evident from 
the following referring to the utility of studying 
history:- 


"We must act up to it not simply for 
the 1iterature,but for the vast amount 
of remunerative work that will be 
thrown in the hands of our educated 
class - some of whom are now struggling 
for life and subsistence. It is easy 
to criticise the actions of Government. 

But people do not see what amount of 
good they can collectively do." 

1 wish and pray that not only the people of the 
North-east but also the people of the other parts of 
the country draw inspiration from the lives of great 
people who had lived in North-east and who had
